for Spain, where he now is, and preparing to play a great
paste. 0 Picmnell, by recognising Italy, emancipating
the preen and many other liberal measures, besides still
more mrmeroae liberal vrofeasians, has bid high for the
support, of the progressists against the clericals ; but,
acoord'ng to my letters, which come from a thacoughly
reliahko source, he has not bid high enough, and the
proRVesaista have resolved to get power into their own
ham ils

I have tittle doVht that within a fortnight demonstrationsart* take place simultaneously in most or the prin-
cipal towns of 8pain which O'Ooirnell will not be etrong
enough to repress He fanoioe that he is master of the
army, hut be is not. In Spain it Ib among the upper
classes, which snpply tho offloerg of the army, that republicansentiments prevail. The lower orders in generalarc contented enough to obey the priests and civil
powers that be. Tho upper classes are now bent upon a
revolution, and I have reason to tttnk tho time is at
baud When they will achieve their ohfect.

J'rim ieut present the 1coder cf the movement, but it is
quite potwble that, as It goes on, he may be supplanted
by somebody of more advanced ideas. Prim Is a man of
energy and ability.far superior to Espartero, who has
been greatly overrated. Bepariero'i name will, however,
probably be put forward as what the French call a drapeau,and Prim may very likely acknowledge him as his
nominal chief; but, In reality, he will only make use ef
him. 'Olosaga, a very honest liberal, and hitherto considereda very advanced one, will be ouo of the leaders

of which I am told there Is some chance.

Paris, Jan. 12, 1806.

It is rather amusing to witness the course pursued
by the Paris journals upon the Spanish revolution. The
government organs generally content themselves with
publishing the despatches and such military documentsas come to light, while the opposition, not
daring of course to openly encourage revolution,
regret that the Spanish government had not concededto the people the liberties they demanded,
which would have prevented this. They read, in
fact, some severe lessons to this government
in the guise of addressing them to Spain. Had the
liberty of the press, the light of reunion, and others
which the liberals here claim, been accorded to the
Spanish people, this would not have taken place. It requiresno very intimate acquaintance with the character
of the liberal press and Its conductors here to see that
their readers do not require a marginal note requesting
them to "For Spain, read Franco," to know what they
mean.

Mot that tboro are any symptoms of revolutionary
feeling bore of a more than usual character, nor do there
seem to he any unusual precautions taken to prevent or

suppress them; but tbe Spanish revolution la having itseffectsupon this government and people. Unless It is soon
quelled, of which at present there is no prospect, it
must make the former more conciliatory, tbe latter more
positive in its tone. Already the liberal Journals talk
more plainly than they have before for years in behalf
of thu liberty of thu press, and In demand of tbe abrogationof the law which makes It a penal offence for more
tban twenty persons to meet for any purpose without a

special permit from the police.

The argument in the case of the alleged frauds of Mr.
Asa S. Mercer, agent or the ew England Emigration Aid
Company, in selling worthless ticketB to several hundred
females for passage on the steamship Continental, bound
for Washington Territory, took place yesterday morning,
before Judge lieCuun. Tho interest felt in the case

attracted a larger crowd than usual to the court room,
and among those prcuout were two of the alleged snfl'ererr
by tho operations of the Emigration Society.

Mr. Sterne Chittenden end Jerome Buck appeared for
the plaintiffs (Mrs. Thorn and lire. Batch), and Mr.
Laroque for the California, Oregon and Mexico SteamshipCompany.
Shortly after eleven o'clock Mr. Chittenden commencedhis argument on behalf of the people supposed

to have been swindled by Mercer, and read three additionalaffidavits, one containing an article from the
Hhald stating that the Continental had arrived at
Fortress Monroe, and another by Captain Charles W.
Fairfield, which was as follows:.

ASFIOAVIT OF CAPTAIN FAIRFtfELD.
Charles W. Fairfield, being duly sworn, says that he

and bis family were among those left, as wero the plaintiffsherein, by the steamship Continental at her recent
departure from said olty. Deponent, aftor serving more
than four years in the army, successively as'private, sergeant,lieutenant and captain fin New York rogimeuta),
hod comfortably established himself in Massachusetts.

From bis own observation of
the conduct of one Zell, agent of the proprietors of the
ship, and his companionship with said Mercer at pier No.
2 North river, and on the way to Staten Island, and
while thoro anchored, and from oarcl'ul Inquiry in the
premises, deponent states it as his positive belief that
the said proprietors (California, Oregon and Mexico
Steamship Company) bad knowledge that said Mercer
liod issued more than soveuty-llvo tickets, and in a
greater or less degree were acting in complicity with said
Mercer.

Mr. Chittenden contended that the court, sitting in
equity, had full |lowers to uffiird relief to the claimants in
this case. The principal argument urged by the other
side, with great frankness, was thai us the vessel bud
sailed w ith the property of the claimants, and was out of
the jurisdiction of the court, no rcliof could 1m granted.
The counsel argued that suck was not the rase.
The orders to show eause why au injunction
should not issue had been served on the steamshipcorporation, which was organized horn and
resident here, and therefore could be restrained from
parting Willi any property of the defendant. The order
of the court could operate primarily tit peeaaiau against
-the company, and not i't» nm against the property at
sea, and to prove this extracts were read from Story on
Bquity Jurisprudence, tad Waterman on Injunctions.
The jurisdiction of the court attached to the thing
